This board will pension employes 


of the road upon the following plan- 
™f *mplo5ree 
wh° ^ between 65 
and 69 years of age, who has been 
thirty ears in the employ of the road 
and 'who is disabled in service wil 
receive a pension of 1 per cent per 
.month calculated upon his monthly 
rate of wages for the last ten years 
of his service with the company. 


Any employee who has reached the 


age of seventy years, and who has 
fceen thirty years in the employ Of the 
company, will be retired upon a pen- 
sion of 1 per cent, per month cal- 
culated upon the mouthy rate of wages 
for the last ten years of his ser- 
ivce with the company. 


Working in harmony with this plan 


is another rule of the company that 
it wil not employ any man over •thirty- 
five years of age. How many em- 
Dloyes of the road this plan will im- 
-mediately retire the ofllcials of the 
directory have not been able to calcu- 


Figures of this character .will not 


be obtainable until the plan has been 
in operation at least a year. 
But 


it is believed that eventually the ful 
working of the plan will call for an 
annual expenditure upon the part of 
the company of $200,000 which wil 
go entirely to the support and comfort 
of the employes.

sible to say at present just

each employe retired under the plan

The new pension board as toon as 


the present year has departed will 
begin an investigation of the status 
of such employees as nave reached 
seventy years of age or more, and who 
are suitable for retirmont..

Sizers and sorters claim that they are 
being treated unfairly by the limit 
of what they shall earn per day, and 
every little while strikes are organ- 
ized and help are leaving their tab- 
les.

«ack of coin on the ground beside a 
lighted lantern, and returned alone • to 
*he city, seemg no one, speaking to no 
one. 
He did this in accordance with 


*he instructions of the abductors, who 
promised to return the boy safe and 


• Tvell within a few hour,s. Mr. Cudahy 


obeyed the instructions and the boy 
•was returned.

'Cudahy the -abductors threatened

"Well, I supposed it was simply a case 
>of mistaken identity, 
and 
that 
all 


'would he cleared up in a few minutes, 
so I went with them without a strug- 
gle. At the corner of 37th and Jack- 
eon streets they loaded me into an 
open buggy that was standing there, 
then climbed in themselves and made 
me sit'between their knees. We drove 
away very leisurely southward in 37th 
street. All this time I was talking to 
ihem, trying to convince them that 
Tthey bad the wrong person; that my 
:name wasn't Eddie McGee and that I 
'.had not stolen $500 from my aunt, 'but 
they 'paid no attention to me. When 
they 'deigned to make any reply at all 
they merely grunted. We continued to 
-drive rapidly, it seemed to. me, for the 
.-greater part of the night, _and during 
.•all this time my captors exchanged not 
« word. Finally the vehicle came to 
a standstill. One of the men got out 
.and tied the horse, while the other 
leld me. 
Then they lifted me out 


and one of them tied my hands behind 
.me. The other examined the bandage 
•over my eyes to make sure it wa.s se- 
-oure. The next move was to lead me 
up a flight o£ rickety stair steps and 
anto a room that had a damp, musty 
.•smell. 
I could, tell by the way the 


men's footsteps resounded throughout 
the house that it was vacant and 
stripped of furniture. 
I observed also 


that they struck no light. 
I would 


lave been conscious of a sense pf light 
'had they made one, for the -bandage 
•could not have excluded all its rays. 
The men still moved about in absolute 
silence, exchanging no word. One of 
them found an old rickety chair some 
place and pushed me down upon it. 
Then he removed 
the 
cords 
from 


.around my wrists and substituted for 
them a pair of handcuffs with chains 
attached, and made, the latter fast to 
the rungs of the chair. A pair of leg 
irons was clapped upon my ankles, 
and the chains of these were 
also 


locked about the legs- of the chair. In 
this uncomfortable position I 
spent 


most of the twenty-four hours of my 
Incarceration." 


Air. Cnrtahjr's Statement. 


Chicago, Dec. 21.—The Tribune of 


this city held conversation last night 
with Mr. Cudahy over the long distance 
telephone. . 


"It is true," said Mr. Cudahy, "that 


I paid 125,000 in gold for the ransom 
of my boy, and that I took this money 
alone along a suburban road and left 
it beside a lantern as I had been di- 
rected by the kidnapers.

ized that having been made to give 
oip this money, apparently so readily, 
that I. was subjecting myself to the 
possibility of -demands for more, and 
even a repetition of such demands in- 
definitely or aa long as I would re- 
spond. But all these chances could not 
weigh in the slightest degree against 
the one chance that by yielding prompt- 
ly I could promptly restore my son in 
safety. I could not st.op 
to reason 


much on the probabilities of the case. 
The family was confronted 
with the 


stunning fact that the. boy was actu- 
ally gone, and from our knowledge of 
his character, his absence could 
be 


ascribed only to some calamity. 
In 


following out my course of action, the 
directions given me were explicit and 
I carried them 
out to the 
letter. 


Twenty-five thousand dollars in gold 
was a bulky sum to obtain and handle, 
but I succeeded in getting it at the 
Omaha National bank. I drove there 
alone in a buggy and got the money, 
about equally divided, I think, in five, 
ten, and twenty dollar pieces. These 
I placed in a large sack and placed the 
sack in the buggy. This was shortly 
after 7 o'clock. 
I then drove out to 


Center street and over to Ruser's park 
as directed, following the paved road 
in the direction of Fremont. 
When 


I left the city I lighted a red lantern 
as a signal and drove along until I 
came to the lantern with black and 
white ribbons on die handle that was 
to be my Indication that I had reached 
the spot where the money was to be 
left.
